Witerary Antelligence. 


IxternaTionaL Copyricut.—The following communication requires a word 
introductory, inasmuch as it is predicated upon a misconception of the origin 
of the allegation referred to, aud the extent of its circulation in this country, 
where, as far as our reading enables us to judge, it has had no currency. It 
first appeared in the London Publishers Circular, eoutributed by a New 
York correspondent, whose charge against Zitan was based upon the fact of 
that clever periodical having taken two American poems complete without 
permission expressly obtained, and for not baving given, in connection with 
“Nothing to Wear,” the source whence it was derived, all of which involves 
a delicate question of abstract morals which the literary atmosphere of the 
present day prevents us from appreciating, wicked as we are. As far as the 
very highest practical standard of literary morals is concerned Titan is sans 
reproche, but he is unfortunately contaminated of the earth, and must beware 
of Olympian thunderbolts, even mildly administered in the shape of news- 
paper gossip, He will also be able to give us eredit for the most savagely 
virtuous theories, if not for the most consistent practice in regard to literary 
privateering. 

‘ London, January 14, 1859, 
To the Editor of the American Publishers’ Cireular. 

Sir,—We un lerstand that some observations have gone the round of the 
American Press, which, in addition to certain remarks concerning Interna- 
tional Copyright, animadvert on the alleged conduct of some British Pub- 
lishers in reprinting American works without acknowledgment, The specific 
instances given are “ Our little ones in Heaven,” and two Poems in “Titan,” 

As regards the former work we know nothing,—but as to “Titan,” it is 
due to the “Son of Heaven and Earth” to clear him of the charge, since 
certainly he is not in fault. 

The complaint is, that Mr. Wm. Allen Butler's two Poems, “‘ Two Millions,” 
and ‘Nothing to Wear” were published in “ Titan” without acknowledg- 
ment. Now this is simply xt the fact. It is a thorough mistake or a palpa- 
ble falsehood. Any one who has the No. of “Titan” in question (No. 164, 
November, 1858,) can in a moment convince himself that Mr, Butler’s Poems 
were printed with, 1, the Author’s name in full; 2, the American Publisher's 
name; 3, the note naming the Society for which “Two Millions” was writ- 
ten; viz.: the “Phi Beta Kappa” Society of New York. In the face of this, 
it is hard to understand how any one could yeuture to make such a state- 
ment as that to which we refer. 

We have become quite accustomed to see the Tales and other Articles in 
our Magazine reprinted, the moment they are published with no acknowledg- 
ment ot the source. But as we do not follow that practice when introducing 
anything of American origin to the British reader, we desire not to lie under 
such an imputation. f 

We trust, therefore, that as a matter of simple justice, those editors of 
newspapers in the United States who may have given currency to the charge 
without the means of testing its accuracy, will not fail to pubiish our corree- 
tion of it. We have had this done in those English priuts which incautiously 
inserted the paragraph. 

We do not kuow in what New York organ these unfounded remarks 
which we have felt it necessary to notice originated. But it would be well 
to trace if possible the writer, whose carelessuess or evident untrathfulness 
has put us to the trouble of contradict: g him on both sides of the Atlantic. 

We are, ete., the Publishers of “ Titan.” 
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Deatu or THE Histortan Prescorr.—William Hickling Prescott is dead. 
There is nospot on this earth, where the English language is spoken—indeed 
no one in which letters are valued—in which this startling intelligence will 
not fall with a saddening weight upon the heart. He died suddenly, in the 

rime of life, with all his faculties about him, in the midst of unfinished la- 

ors and loving friends. We can hardly feel that we shall no longer see on 
earth that fine and cordial face, or again be cheered by his warm-hearted 
greeting. 

About two years since he hada slight stroke of paralysis, which, however, 
soon vielded to medical treatment, and for many months past he has seemed 
in excellent health and spirits; and his friends confidently predicted for him 
many more years of active literary exertion. But it was otherwise ordered 
by the All-Disposer. At twelve o'clock yesterday, he was in his usual health ; 
at half-past twelve he was stricken with apoplexy, and at two o'clock he 
breathed his last. 

Mr. Prescott belonged to a New England family of high honor. His 
Grandfather, Colonel William Prescott, as is well known, commanded the 
American forces at the battle of Bunker ILill. His father, William Prescott, 
generally known and addressed in this community, during the later years of 
his life, as Judge Prescott, was one of the best and wisest men who have ever 
lived and died among us. He was a lawyer, in a very large practice for a 
great many years, and a very acute, successful and learned jurist. But his 
mind was never subdued to what it worked in; there was nothing in it nar- 
row, limited or technical. On the contrary, he was a man of large sagacity, 
comprehensive wisdom, who looked at all things from a high point of view, 
and, although his life was passed in a private walk—though he never held 
any other than a judicial office and for a short period, yet in the judgment 
of all who knew him, there was no civil function or trust which he was not 
competent to discharge with signal ability. His mother was a daughter of 
Thomas Hickling, who for a great many years was United States Consul at 
the Azores. He was born in Salem, Mass., May 4th, 1796, and resided there 
until his father’s removal to Bosten, when he himself was twelve years old. 
He entered Harvard College in 1811, and was graduated in 1814. While in 
college, he was deprived by accident of the use of one eye, and the sight of 
the other was so impaired as to prevent him from engaging in any occupa- 
tion in which the constant use of that organ should be necessary. Happily 
his father’s cireumstances were such as to preclude the necessity of his toil- 
ing for bread. He early determined to devote himself to a life of literature. 
Soon after leaving college, being advised to travel, he went to Europe and 
spent two years in an extended journey through England, France, and Italy, 
and at the end of it returned home in excellent general health, but with no 
great improvement in the state of his eyes, 

His marriage soon after took place; and from this period his days flowed 
on in diligent and uneventful devotion to literary pursuits. He was never 
enabled to use his ewn eyes but for a short time in the day, but was con- 
stantly obliged to use the eyes of others for his studies and researches, as 
well as to record the results of them. Ilis quiet perseverance and continu- 
ous industry enabled him to triumph over this difficulty, and to achieve an 
amount of literary production which is not merely most honorable to his in- 
tellectual powers, but conveys a noble moral lesson to all who may be bur- 
dened with similar trials. His earliest literary efforts were contributions to 
the North American Review, upon subjects drawn from Spanish, English, 
American, and especially Italian literature. Indeed, at one time he contem- 
plated an extended work upon Italian literature. He also contributed to 
Sparks’s American Biography a beautiful notice of Charles Brockden Brown. 
Most of these earliest productions were published in 1845, in a volume en- 
titled ‘‘ Bicgraphical and Critical Miscellanies.” 

After some deliberation and hesitation, he selected the reign of Ferdinand 
and Isabella as the subject of an extended historical work ; and to this the as- 
siduous labor of many years was cheerfully and patiently given. He drew his 
materials not merely from all printed sources, but he was enabled to procure 
many manuscript authorities which no writer before him, at least in English, 
had been able to gain access to. The work was published in 1838, in three 
volumes, under the title of the “ History of the Reign of Ferdinand and Is- 
abella, the Catholic.” As we are giving only a rapid sketch of Mr. Prescott’s 
life, without any extended literary criticism of his works, it is enough here 
to say that this admirable production was received with the utmust enthu- 
siasm, both in Europe and America. Scholars and philosophers admired its 
depth of research, while general readers were charmed by the limpid ease 
and natural grace of its style, his brilliant descriptions and animated pic- 
tures. It was soon translated into French, Spanish andGerman. Its author 
was immediately elected a member of the Royal Academy of Madrid. The 
popularity which it gained upon its first publication it has since steadily 
maintained. It has gone through several editions in England and America, 
and is one of the established classics in the language. 

Mr. Prescott’s literary industry was not checked by the success of his first 
work. Ie did not, for a moment, repose under his laurels, He immediately 
devoted himself to the investigation of another brilliant period in the history 
of Spain, the fruits of which appeared in 1843, in a work, in three volumes, 
called the “ History of the Conquest of Mexico, with a Preliminary View of 
the Ancient Mexican Civilization, and the Life of the Conqueror Iernando 
Cortez.” This work was received with "favor not less than that which had 
greeted the History of Ferdinand and Isabella. The literary world recog- 
uized in it the same careful research, the same accuracy of statement, the 
Same persuasive sweetness and magic beauty of style. 

In 1847 was published, in two volumes, the “ History of the Conquest of 
Peru, with a Preliminary View of the Civilization of the Incas,” a work of 
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kindred and commensurate excellence to that of the “ llistory of the Con- 
quest of Mexico,” 

Mr. Prescott now devoted himself with unabated ardor to the preparation 
of a work of wider range and broader scope—a work which, alas! he has 
not been permitted to finish—the “ History of the Reign of Philip the Second” 
This was_a theme requiring a larger and more comprehensive treatment than 
his previous works, and Mr, Prescott made his preparations for it with an 
extent and deliberation proportionate to its magnitude. He had now become 
one of the great literary names of the age, and found everywhere persons 
who were ready to give him assistanee. Everywhere, both p ablie collections 
and private archives were thrown open to him. It was while preparing for 
this work that he indulged himself with a brief excursion to England, where 
he was received with the utmost enthusiasm by persons of the highest dis. 
tinction in literature and social life, and where the favorable impression 
ereated by his works was confirmed by his prepossessing appearance and de- 
lightful manners. He took ample time for the task, which he destined to be 
the crowning work of his life. in the latter part of 1855, appeared the first 
two volumes of this work, under the title of the “Llistory of the Reign of 
Philip the Second, King of Spain.” The highest expectations of the public 
were gratified by it. In dealing with this more comprehensive subject, it 
was admitted that he had shown the same careful research, the same consei- 
entious balancing of authorities, the same calm and judicial temper, and that 
it was commended to the general taste by the same picturesque narrative 
and the same fascination of style. 

In 1856 Mr. Prescott published an edition of Robertson’s * History of the 
Reign of Charles the Fifth,” with notes and a valuable supplement, contain. 
ing an account of the Emperor's life after his abdication. 

This very last year, indeed, but a few weeks since, the third volume of his 
History of Philip the Second appeared. The ink seems hardly dry upon the 
manuscript in which we recorded our honest and fervent admiration of this 
delightful volume 

The highest possible acknowledgments of literary distinction were lib- 
erally showered upon Mr. Prescott. The University of Oxfurd, in 1850, eon- 
ferred upon him the degree of Doctor of Laws. In 1815, he received the 
highest of all distinctions of its class, in being elected a corresponding mem- 
ber of the class of Moral and Political Philosophy in the French Institute, 
succeeding Navarete, the Spanish historian. Of most of the learned societies 
in Europe he was a member. 

Mr. Prescott was as rich in the love of his friends as in the admiration of 
the literary world. His manners were most frank, simple and engaging; his 
social nature was strong and active; and his sympathies were ever ready 
and easily moved. His countenance was extremely fine and prepossessing, 
and retained to the last a youthful glow and animation which were the faith- 
ful expression of a sunny temper and an ever young heart. No man was 
ever more warmly beloved; ro man could show a better title to the affee- 
tions of his friends. Jlis honors and distinctions never impaired the sim- 
plicity and sweetness of his nature, or changed his countenance towards any 
one whom he had ever known and loved. No man so eminent was ever 
pursued with less of envy, detraction or ill-will, No man’s honors were ever 
a subject of more hearty delight to his friends. 

Mr. Prescott leaves a widow and three children—two sons and a 
daughter.— Boston Courier.

Deposited in the Imperial Li- 
brary, the memoirs of the illustrious lady, the friend of the Girondins, are 
now ip the place which she would doubtless have herself chosen, inasmuch 
as she drew them up in order that they might be placed before the eyes of 
the public of all times, and be, as she expressed it, ‘ an appeal to posterity.’ 
Written with a firm hand, at the bottom of dungeons, and almost within 
hearing of the preparations for her execution, they are the monument of her 
heroism and her genius. These pages, some playful and charming, others 
full of generous invective and passionate outbursts, show scarcely any 
erasure; but there is the trace of tears which the mother’s heart allowed to 
eseape, even when, with a fearless pen, she braved and defied death and her 
executioners. It is a singular coincidence, that Madame Roland ascended 
the scaffold Nov. 10th, 1793, and on the 10th Nov., 1858, sixty five years 
afterwards, the manuscript of her memoirs—her appeal to posterity—found 
a place in the great repository of the Imperial Library.”
